* ARRIVAL OF THE SURVIVORS. 


The two. survivor? “oF tho Norwegian 
steamer Normand arrived in Hongkung frum 
Amoy last night by the Douglas steamer My *- 
mosa: ‘The Normand, particulara of whose 
dimensions and engine puwer bave alrealy 
been published, sailed from Nagasaki. with 
4 cargo of coala for Singapore on Tharaihay 
mormng, 6:h’ Octpber, Till: Suturday, 
there was nothing iti the weather’ tu ‘call 
for special: notice, It thon.began’ to get 
hazy so that the crew could not sea fur 
ahead. There was a ‘strong N.N,E. gato, 
Yooreusing. in “violeuca and accompanied 
by: a. mountainous following -sea, which 
caused ‘the 'stesmer ‘to labour heavily, 
At. 10 o'clock on Sunday night, whilst ‘i 
8.'W, course Was being ateered, thy steamer 
atruoka-rvck—bélivved ta’ be Tortoize 
Rock.”
